Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim: — 

1.  The  tract  of  land  in  the  Cariboo  Land  District 
and  the  Kamloops  Land  Registration  District  morej 
particularly  described  as  the  North-west  Quarter  of  i 
District  Lot  629,  G.  1,  and  all  subdivisions  thereof  * 
and  all  owners  of  land  therein  are  incorporated 
into  an  improvement  district  under  the  “  Water 
Act  ”  and  subject  to  the  provisions  thereof  and  to 
the  conditions  hereinafter  contained. 

2.  The  improvement  district  shall  be  known  as 
the  “Air  Port  Hill  Improvement  District.” 

3.  The  objects  of  the  said  improvement  district 
shall  be  the  acquisition,  maintenance,  and  operation 
of  works  for  waterworks  purpose  and  all  matters 
incidental  thereto. 

4.  There  shall  be  three  Trustees  of  the  said  im¬ 
provement  district. 

5.  The  persons  qualified  to  vote  at  the  first  elec¬ 
tion  of  Trustees  shall  be  Canadian  citizens  who  are 
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twenty-one  years  of  age  or  older  and  are  entitled 
to  be  registered  as  voters  under  the  “  Provincial 
Elections  Act  ”  and  are  owners  of  land  in  the  tract 
of  land  hereinbefore  described,  and  the  persons 
qualified  to  be  candidates  at  the  said  election  shall 
be  the  persons  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and 
their  wives  and  husbands. 

6.  Mr.  Chris  Beeber,  care  of  Box  734,  Prince 
George,  B.C.,  shall  be  Returning  Officer  for  the 
first  election  of  Trustees.  He  shall  call  a  general 
meeting  of  the  persons  who  are  qualified  as  afore¬ 
said  to  vote  and  shall,  at  least  seven  days  before 
the  date  of  the  said  meeting,  post  in  three  con¬ 
spicuous  places  within  the  area  hereinbefore  men¬ 
tioned,  and  at  the  place  where  the  meeting  is  to 
be  held,  a  notice  signed  by  him  giving  the  date, 
time,  and  place  of  holding  the  said  meeting.  The 
Returning  Officer  shall  be  chairman  of  the  said 
meeting,  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  clause  5 
shall  have  power  to  determine  whether  or  not  any 
person  who  desires  to  vote  is  qualified  to  do  so. 
He  shall  have  power  to  determine  the  procedure 
to  be  followed  at  the  said  meeting  and  the  method 
of  taking  the  votes.  Each  qualified  voter  shall  be 
entitled  to  cast  one  vote  for  each  of  three  candi¬ 
dates.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  declare  the 
result  of  the  election  and  shall  notify  the  Comp¬ 
troller  of  Water  Rights  of  the  said  result. 

7.  The  candidate  elected  as  Trustee  for  whom 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  is  cast  at  the  general 
meeting  called  pursuant  to  clause  6  hereof  shall 
hold  office  until  the  annual  general  meeting  of 
1960,  the  candidate  elected  for  whom  the  second 
greatest  number  of  votes  is  cast  shall  hold  office 
until  the  annual  general  meeting  of  1959,  and  the 
candidate  elected  for  whom  the  third  greatest  num¬ 
ber  of  votes  is  cast  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual 
general  meeting  of  1958,  but  should  there  be  nomi¬ 
nated  no  more  than  three  candidates  for  the  office 
of  Trustee,  or  should  any  two  or  more  candidates 
receive  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the  Return¬ 
ing  Officer  shall  have  power  to  and  shall  declare 
which  of  the  candidates  are  elected  and  which 
shall  hold  office  until  the  next,  the  second,  and 
third  succeeding  annual  general  meetings  respec¬ 
tively. 

8.  All  subsequent  elections  of  Trustees  shall  be 
held  at  the  annual  general  meetings  of  the  improve¬ 
ment  district,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trus¬ 
tees  to  call  a  general  meeting  to  be  held  between 
January  1st  and  May  1st  in  each  year,  except  1957, 
for  the  following  purposes: — 

(a)  To  receive  from  the  Trustees  a  report  on 
condition  of  the  works  and  a  statement  of 
the  financial  condition  of  the  improvement 
district: 

ib)  To  discuss  with  the  Trustees  any  matter 
relating  to  the  works  or  finances  of  the  im¬ 
provement  district: 

(c)  To  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  Trustees  for 
the  ensuing  year: 

( d )  To  elect  a  Trustee  to  succeed  the  one  whose 
term  of  office  expires  coincident  with  the 
holding  of  such  annual  general  meeting  and 
to  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any 
other  vacancy  or  vacancies  that  has  or  have 
occurred  or  is  or  are  about  to  occur  among 
the  Trustees: 

(e)  To  choose  the  auditor  for  the  ensuing  year. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by  the 

Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a 
Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacan¬ 
cies  among  the  Trustees,  or  for  the  purpose  of 
discussing  with  the  owners  any  matter  or  matters 
which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees  should  be 
brought  up  at  a  general  meeting. 

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general  meet¬ 
ing  shall  be  given  by  notices  posted  in  three  con¬ 
spicuous  places  within  the  area  hereinbefore  men¬ 
tioned,  and  at  the  building  where  the  meeting  is  to 
be  held. 

The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided  by 
the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes  of  all  matters 
brought  before  the  meeting  and  the  action  taken 
thereon.  At  any  general  meeting  every  person  shall 
be  qualified  to  vote  who  is  a  Canadian  citizen  and 
is  twenty-one  years  old  or  older  and  is  an  owner 
of  land  in  the  improvement  district,  or  the  author¬ 
ized  agent  of  any  board  or  corporation  that  is  an 


owner  of  such  land,  or  legal  representative  of  any 
owner  of  such  land  who  has  died,  become  insolvent, 
or  insane,  and  is  entitled  to  be  registered  as  a  voter 
under  the  “  Provincial  Elections  Act.”  Every  per¬ 
son  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and  the  wife  or 
husband  of  any  such  person  shall  be  qualified  to  be 
a  candidate  for  Trustee  of  the  improvement  dis¬ 
trict.  In  the  event  of  the  right  of  any  person  to 
vote  at  any  general  meeting  being  challenged,  the 
chairman  shall  have  authority  to  determine  whether 
or  not  such  person  is  entitled  to  vote,  and  the 
chairman  may  require  such  person  to  make  and 
file  with  him  a  statutory  declaration  showing  that 
the  declarant  is  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  at 
such  general  meeting.  Forthwith  after  the  holding 
of  a  general  meeting  the  Trustees  shall  file  wjth  the 
Comptroller  of  Water  Rights  a  true  copy  of  the 
minutes  of  such  meeting  and  copies  of  all  auditor’s 
reports  and  financial  statements  presented  or  dis¬ 
cussed  at  the  meeting. 

9.  All  words  and  phrases  given  special  meaning 
in  section  2  of  the  “  Water  Act  ”  shall,  where  used 
herein,  be  ascribed  the  meaning  given  them  in  the 
said  section,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires.

Declaration  of  a  Planning  Area 

WHEREAS  it  is  provided  by  section  65  of  the 
“Town  Planning  Act,”  being  chapter  339  of  the 
“  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948,”  as 
follows:  “Where  it  appears  expedient  to  the  Min¬ 
ister  he  may  declare  any  area  a  planning  area  and 
may  define  the  boundaries  of  the  area 

And  whereas  the  Minister  in  that  section  means 
the  Minister  of  Municipal  Affairs: 

And  whereas  it  appears  expedient  to  the  Minister 
of  Municipal  Affairs  to  declare  an  area  hereinafter 
described  a  planning  area  for  the  purposes  of  the 
“Town  Planning  Act”: 

Now,  therefore,  the  Minister  of  Municipal 
Affairs  hereby  declares  that  the  area  hereinafter 
described  is  a  planning  area  within  the  meaning  of 
section  65  of  the  “Town  Planning  Act”:-— 

Commencing  at  the  north-east  corner  of  Section 
23,  Range  1,  Cedar  Land  District,  being  a  point  on 
the  southerly  high-water  mark  of  Northumberland 
Channel;  thence  southerly  along  the  easterly 
boundaries  of  Sections  23,  22,  21,  20,  19,  18,  17, 

16,  and  15  of  said  Range  1  to  the  south-east  corner 
of  said  Section  15;  thence  westerly  along  the  south¬ 
erly  boundary  of  said  Section  15,  Range  1,  Cedar 
Land  District,  and  continuing  westerly  along  the 
southerly  boundary  of  Section  15,  Range  8,  Cran¬ 
berry  Land  District,  to  the  south-west  corner  of

PRIVATE  BILLS 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a  Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Standing  Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House 
until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to 
the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 

98.  ( 1 )  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session: — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

( b )  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House: 

(c)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with  publi¬ 
cation  proved  by  a  statutory  declaration  or 
affidavit  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  House. 

(2)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and  peti¬ 
tion  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

(3)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and  notices 
proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been  so  deposited 
in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session  or  if 
the  petition  has  not  been  presented  to  the  House 
within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount 
to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars. 
If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half 
of  the  fees  shall  be  returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or  attor¬ 
ney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  authority 
of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact,  and  the  petition 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  until 
this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a  toll- 
bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Standing  Order 
100,  also  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner 
give  notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask, 
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the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  ( 1 )  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpora 
tion  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills:  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed  de¬ 
parture  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduction 
of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed 
in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order  shall  be 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill 
(copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions  contained 
in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with  the 
model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets  or 
underlined,  and  shall  be  so  printed. 

(3)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be 
proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in  small- 
pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on  good 
paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page  when 
folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  IVi  inches.  There 
shall  be  a  marginal  number  every  fifth  line  of  each 
page;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on 
through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to  be 
numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies  of  each 
Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
immediately  before  the  first  reading.  If  amend¬ 
ments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during  its  progress 
before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or  through 
the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  reprinted  by  the  pro¬ 
moters  thereof. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  incorporate  companies,  in 
addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in  Rule  98, 
fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the  company  are 
payable  at  the  same  time.  Further  particulars  can 
be  had  on  application  to  the  undersigned. 

All  cheques  in  payment  of  fees  must  be  certified.

“HIGHWAY  ACT” 


Regulations  Pursuant  to  Section  36 

NOTICE  is  given  that,  by  Order  in  Council  No. 
2643,  approved  October  24th,  1956,  the  regulations 
respecting  regulation  of  traffic,  made  pursuant  to 
the  “  Highway  Act  ”  by  Order  in  Council  No.  1197, 
approved  the  27th  day  of  May,  1949,  and  all 
amendments  thereto,  are  rescinded,  and  that,  pur¬ 
suant  to  section  36  of  the  “  Highway  Act,”  chapter 
144  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1948,”  the  following  regulations  are  approved: — 

REGULATIONS  PURSUANT  TO  THE 
“  HIGHWAY  ACT  ” 

Section  1. — Interpretation  and  Application 

(1)  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context  other¬ 
wise  requires: — 

“  Axle  ”  means  a  structure  in  the  same,  or  ap¬ 
proximately  the  same,  transverse  plane  sup¬ 
ported  by  wheels  and  on  or  which  such 
wheels  revolve: 

“  Bicycle  ”  means  every  device  propelled  by 
human  power  upon  which  any  person  may 
ride,  having  two  tandem  wheels,  either  of 
which  is  over  20  inches  in  diameter: 

“  Boundary-line  ”  means  the  dividing-line  be¬ 
tween  any  private  property  and  the  adjoin¬ 
ing  highway:

“  Combination  of  vehicles  ”  means  a  combination 
of  motor-vehicle  and  trailer,  motor-vehicle 
and  semi-trailer,  or  motor-vehicle,  semi¬ 
trailer,  and  trailer: 

“  Crosswalk  ”  means: — 

(n)  Any  portion  of  the  roadway  at  an 
intersection  or  elsewhere  distinctly  indicated 
for  pedestrian  crossing  by  signs  or  by  lines 
or  other  markings  on  the  surface;  or 

( b )  The  portion  of  a  roadway  at  an  in¬ 
tersection  that  is  included  within  the  con¬ 
nection  of  the  lateral  lines  of  the  sidewalks 
on  the  opposite  sides  of  the  highway,  mea¬ 
sured  from  the  curbs  or,  in  the  absence  of 
curbs,  from  the  edges  of  the  roadway: 

“  Gross  weight  ”  means  the  weight  of  a  vehicle 
without  load  plus  the  weight  of  any  load 
thereon: 

“  Group  of  axles  ”  means  any  two  or  more  suc¬ 
cessive  axles  on  a  vehicle  or  combination 
of  vehicles: 

“  Highway  ”  includes  all  public  streets,  roads, 
ways,  trails,  lanes,  bridges,  trestles,  ferry 
landings  and  approaches,  and  any  other 
public  way: 

“  Intersection  ”  means  the  area  embraced  within 
the  prolongation  or  connection  of  the  lateral 
curb  lines  or,  if  none,  the  lateral  boundary¬ 
lines  of  the  roadways  of  the  highways  which 
joint  one  another  or  the  area  within  which 
vehicles  travelling  upon  different  highways 
joining  one  another  may  come  in  conflict: 

“  Logging-truck  ”  means  a  vehicle  or  combina¬ 
tion  of  vehicles  used  principally  for  the 
transportation  of  logs: 

“  Metal  tire  ”  means  a  tire  or  the  part  of  the 
outer  circumference  of  a  wheel  which  comes 
in  contact  with  the  surface  of  the  highway, 
and  which  is  made  of  metal  or  other  non- 
resilient  material: 

“  Minister  ”  means  the  Minister  of  Highways: 

“  Motor-vehicle  ”  includes  automobiles,  motor¬ 
cycles,  and  all  other  vehicles  propelled 
otherwise  than  by  muscular  power,  except¬ 
ing  the  cars  of  electric  and  steam  railways 
and  other  motor-vehicles  running  only  upon 
rails  or  tracks,  and  excepting  trailers: 

“  One-way  street  ”  means  a  highway  upon  which 
vehicular  traffic  shall  move  only  in  one 
direction  as  indicated  by  traffic  signs: 

“  Park  ”  means  the  standing  of  a  vehicle,  whether 
occupied  or  not,  upon  a  highway  otherwise 
than  temporarily  for  the  purpose  of  and 
while  actually  engaged  in  loading  or  unload¬ 
ing  merchandise,  discharging  or  taking  on 
passengers,  or  in  obedience  to  traffic  regula¬ 
tions,  traffic  signs,  or  traffic-control  signals: 

“  Passenger-vehicle  ”  means  a  vehicle,  the  princi¬ 
pal  use  of  which  is  the  transportation  of 
human  beings: 

“  Pedestrian  ”  means  any  person  afoot,  or  an 
invalid  or  child  in  a  wheelchair  or  carriage: 

“  Pneumatic  tire  ”  means  a  tire  made  of  rubber 
or  other  resilient  material  which  supports 
the  load  by  compressed  air: 

“  Roadway  ”  means  the  portion  of  the  highway 
that  is  improved,  designed,  or  ordinarily 
‘  used  for  vehicular  traffic,  but  does  not  in¬ 
clude  the  shoulder,  and  where  a  highway 
includes  two  or  more  separate  roadways,  the 
term  “  roadway  ”  refers  to  any  one  roadway 
separately  and  not  to  all  of  the  roadways 
collectively: 

“  Semi-trailer  ”  means  any  vehicle,  other  than  a 
trailer,  which  is  drawn  by  a  motor-vehicle, 
and  which  is  so  constructed  that  some  part 
of  its  weight  and  that  of  its  load  rests  upon 
or  is  carried  by  the  towing  vehicle: 

“  Sidewalk  ”  means  that  portion  of  a  highway 
between  the  edge  of  the  roadway  and  the 
adjacent  boundary-lines,  improved  by  the 
laying  of  concrete,  asphalt,  gravel,  or  other 
material  for  the  exclusive  use  of  pedestrians: 

“  Solid  tire  ”  means  a  tire  of  rubber  or  other 
resilient  material  which  does  not  depend 
upon  compressed  air  for  the  support  of  the 
load: 
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“  Stop  ”  or  “  stand  ”  means: — 

(a)  When  required,  a  complete  cessation 
from  movement;  and 

( b )  When  prohibited,  the  stopping  or 
standing  of  a  vehicle,  whether  occupied  or 
not,  except  when  necessary  to  avoid  conflict 
with  other  traffic  or  in  compliance  with  the 
directions  of  a  peace  officer  or  traffic-control 
device: 

“  Traffic  ”  means  pedestrians,  ridden  or  herded 
animals,  and  vehicles: 

“  Traffic-control  device  ”  means  a  sign,  signal, 
marking,  or  device  not  inconsistent  with  the 
Act  or  these  regulations  placed  or  erected 
by  authority  of  the  Minister  for  the  purpose 
of  regulating,  warning,  or  guiding  traffic: 

“  Traffic-control  signal  ”  means  any  device  manu¬ 
ally,  electrically,  or  mechanically  operated 
by  which  traffic  is  directed  to  stop  and 
proceed: 

“  Traffic  sign  ”  means  any  standard  sign,  mark¬ 
ing,  or  other  device  placed,  painted,  or 
erected  by  or  under  authority  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Highways  for  the  guidance,  regula¬ 
tion,  warning,  direction,  or  prohibition  of 
traffic: 

“  Trailer  ”  means  any  vehicle  so  constructed  that 
no  part  of  its  weight  rests  upon  a  motor- 
vehicle  by  which  it  is  drawn  along  the  high¬ 
way: 

“  Vehicle  ”  means  a  device  capable  of  being 
moved  upon  a  highway  in,  upon,  or  by 
which  any  person  or  property  may  be  trans¬ 
ported  or  drawn  upon  a  highway,  including 
a  combination  of  vehicles,  and  animals  led, 
driven,  or  ridden,  except  devices  moving 
only  upon  stationary  rails  or  tracks: 

“  Width  of  tire  ”  means,  with  respect  to  rubber 
tires,  the  width  of  tire  as  customarily  mea¬ 
sured  and  rated  by  manufacturers  of  motor- 
vehicles  and  tires  and,  with  respect  to  metal 
tires,  the  transverse  width  of  the  outer  cir¬ 
cumference  of  the  metal  tire. 

(2)  These  regulations  shall  apply  only  in  respect 
of  highways  in  unorganized  territory  and  in  respect 
of  such  highways  elsewhere  as  are  classified  as 
arterial  highways  under  Part  III  of  the  “  Highway 
Act.” 

Section  2. — Dimensions  of  Vehicles  and  Loads 

No  person  shall,  without  a  permit  issued  pur¬ 
suant  to  section  7,  drive  or  operate  on  a  high¬ 
way: — 

(a)  A  vehicle  having  a  total  outside  width,  with 
or  without  load,  in  excess  of  8  feet,  except 
that  with  loads  of  loose  hay,  loose  straw, 
or  loose  fodder,  the  load  may  project  over 
the  side  of  the  vehicle  such  distances  as 
result  in  a  total  outside  width  not  in  excess 
of  10  feet: 

( b )  A  vehicle  having  a  height,  with  or  without 
load,  in  excess  of  12  feet  6  inches,  except  as 
provided  in  subsection  (c): 

(c)  A  vehicle  or  combination  of  vehicles  having 
a  height,  with  or  without  load,  in  excess  of 
13  feet  6  inches  on  all  Schedule  1  highways: 

( cl )  A  vehicle  having  an  over-all  length,  with  or 
without  load,  in  excess  of  35  feet,  except  as 
provided  in  subsection  ( e ): 

( e )  A  trailer  or  semi-trailer  having  an  over-all 
length,  with  or  without  load,  in  excess  of  40 
feet  on  a  highway  named  in  Schedule  1 : 

(/)  A  combination  of  vehicles  having  an  over¬ 
all  length,  with  or  without  load,  in  excess 
of  50  feet  on  other  than  a  highway  named 
in  Schedule  1  : 

( 8 )  A  combination  of  vehicles  having  an  over¬ 
all  length,  with  or  without  load,  in  excess 
of  60  feet  on  a  highway  named  in  Schedule 

1: 

(h)  Any  vehicle  or  combination  of  vehicles  carry¬ 
ing  logs,  poles  or  structural  materials: — 

(i)  During  the  day  without  a  red  flag  of 
not  less  than  12  inches  square  on  the  ex¬ 
treme  front  and  rear  of  the  vehicle  or  load, 
whichever  is  the  longest: 

(ii)  On  a  Sunday  or  public  holiday: 


(0  A  vehicle  or  combination  of  vehicles  so 
loaded  that  the  load  extends  more  than  3 
feet  beyond  the  front  wheels  thereof  or,  if 
equipped  with  a  front  bumper,  more  than 
3  feet  beyond  such  bumper: 

( j )  A  vehicle  any  part  of  which,  or  the  load 
upon  which,  extends  more  than  15  feet 
beyond  the  centre  of  the  last  axle  of  the 
vehicle: 

( k )  A  passenger-vehicle  so  loaded  that  any  part 
of  the  load  extends  beyond  the  sides  of  the 
vehicle. 

Schedule  1 

(l)  King  George  VI  Highway  (Route  No.  99), 
from  the  intersection  of  the  Trans-Canada  to  the 
International  Boundary  at  Douglas. 

(2)  Trans-Canada  (Route  No.  1),  from  the  west 
boundary  of  Burnaby  Municipality  to  the  east 
boundary  of  Burnaby  and  from  the  east  boundary 
of  the  City  of  New  Westminster  to  Hope. 

(3)  Lougheed  Highway  (Route  No.  7),  from 
the  west  boundary  of  Burnaby  Municipality  to  the 
east  boundary  of  Mission  Municipality. 

(4)  The  Southern  Trans-Provincial  Highway, 
from  Hope  to  Christina  Lake  (Route  No.  3),  from 
Rossland  to  Trail,  and  from  the  junction  with 
Route  No.  95  at  Yahk  to  the  British  Columbia  - 
Alberta  Boundary  at  Crowsnest. 

(5)  The  Okanagan  Highway  (Route  No.  97), 
from  the  International  Boundary  to  Vernon. 

(6)  The  Kamloops-Vernon  Highway  (Route 
No.  97w),  from  Kamloops  to  Vernon. 

(7)  The  Trans-Canada  Highway  (Route  No.  1 ), 
from  Kamloops  to  Cache  Creek. 

(8)  The  Cariboo  Highway  (Route  No.  97/2), 
from  Cache  Creek  to  Quesnel. 

(9)  The  Alberta  Boundary-Dawson  Creek  High¬ 
way  (Route  No.  2),  from  the  Provincial  boundary 
to  the  south  boundary  of  the  Village  of  Dawson 
Creek  and  thence  by  Eighth  Street  and  Alaska 
Avenue  to  the  junction  of  the  latter  with  the 
Alaska  Highway. 

(10)  The  John  Hart  Highway  (Route  No.  97/2), 
from  Prince  George  to  Dawson  Creek. 

(11)  The  Rossland-Paterson  Highway  (Route 
No.  22). 

(12)  The  Trail-Salmo-Nelson  Highway  (Route 

No.  3a). 

(13)  The  Pacific  Highway  (Route  No.  15),  from 
its  junction  with  the  Trans-Canada  Highway  to  the 
International  Boundary. 

(14)  From  Waneta  to  the  east  boundary  of  The 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  Trail. 

(15)  From  the  International  Boundary  at  Kings- 
gate  to  the  intersection  with  the  Southern  Trans- 
Provincial  Highway  at  Yahk  via  the  Kootenay- 
Columbia  Highway  (Route  No.  95). 

Section  3. — Trans-Canada  Highway  between 
Yale  and  Lytton 

Except  as  authorized  by  a  permit  therefor  issued 
in  the  manner  provided  in  section  7,  no  person 
shall  at  any  time  drive  or  operate  on  any  part  of 
the  said  Trans-Canada  Highway  between  Yale  and 
Lytton: — 

(a)  Any  vehicle  having  a  gross  weight  of  more 
than  35,000  pounds: 

(b)  Any  motor-vehicle  to  which  is  attached  a 
trailer  or  semi-trailer,  except  during  the 
period  from  May  24th  to  September  15th, 
inclusive,  when  it  shall  be  lawful  to  operate 
thereon  a  combination  of  vehicles  not  more 
than  36  feet  in  length  and  consisting  of  a 
trailer  or  semi-trailer  used  for  touring  pur¬ 
poses  and  a  towing  vehicle: 

(c)  Subject  to  subsection  ( b ),  any  vehicle  which 
with  the  load  carried  thereon  exceeds  8  feet 
in  width  or  30  feet  in  length. 

Section  4. — Types  of  Vehicles,  Tires,  etc. 

No  person  shall,  without  a  permit  issued  pur¬ 
suant  to  section  7,  drive  or  operate  on  a  high¬ 
way: — 

( a )  A  combination  of  vehicles  consisting  of 
more  than  two  vehicles  on  any  highway 
other  than  a  highway  named  in  Schedule  1: 
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( b )  A  combination  of  vehicles  consisting  of 
more  than  three  vehicles  on  a  highway 
name  in  Schedule  1 : 

(c)  A  vehicle,  other  than  a  horse-drawn  vehicle, 
the  wheels  of  which  are  not  equipped  with 
pneumatic  tires  in  good  order: 

(d)  A  vehicle  equipped  with  solid  tires,  the 
thickness  of  which  between  the  rim  of  the 
wheel  and  the  surface  of  the  highway  is  less 
than  1 14  inches: 

(e)  A  vehicle  having  wheels,  tires,  or  tracks 
constructed  or  equipped  with  projecting 
spikes,  cleats,  libs,  clamps,  flanges,  lugs,  or 
other  attachments  or  projections  which  ex¬ 
tend  beyond  the  tread  or  traction  surface  of 
the  wheel,  tread,  or  track;  provided  that 
such  vehicle  may  be  driven  or  operated  on 
a  highway  not  having  a  cement-concrete, 
asphaltic -concrete,  bituminous -treated,  or 
other  stabilized  or  wooden  surface: 

(/)  A  vehicle  unless  it  is  so  constructed  or 
loaded  as  to  prevent  any  of  its  load  from 
dropping,  sifting,  leaking,  or  otherwise 
escaping  therefrom,  except  that  sand  may 
be  dropped  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
traction,  or  water  or  other  substance  may 
be  sprinkled  on  a  roadway  in  cleaning  or 
maintaining  such  roadway: 

(g)  A  vehicle  with  any  load  unless  said  load 
and  any  covering  thereon  is  securely  fast¬ 
ened  so  as  to  prevent  such  covering  or  load 
from  becoming  loose,  detached,  or  in  any 
manner  a  hazard  to  other  users  of  the  high¬ 
way. 

Section  5. — Weights  of  Vehicles 

( 1 )  No  person  shall,  without  a  permit  issued 
pursuant  to  section  7,  drive  or  operate  on  a  high¬ 
way: — 

(a)  A  vehicle,  any  axle  of  which  is  carrying  a 
gross  weight  in  excess  of  18,000  pounds: 

( b )  A  vehicle  or  combination  of  vehicles  having 
a  gross  weight  on  any  group  of  axles  in 
excess  of  that  shown  in  Schedule  2: 

(c)  A  vehicle  loaded  in  such  a  manner  that  the 
gross  weight  on  any  wheel  thereof  is  in 
excess  of  600  pounds  per  inch  of  width  of 
tire  in  the  case  of  pneumatic  tires,  or  300 
pounds  per  inch  of  width  of  tire  in  the  case 
of  metal  tires.

(2)  Notwithstanding  anything  herein  contained, 
it  shall  be  lawful  to  operate  a  motor-vehicle  or 
combination  of  vehicles: — 

(a)  Having  any  single  axle  carrying  a  gross 
weight  400  pounds  in  excess  of  that  allowed 
by  subsection  (1)  of  this  section,  provided 
the  axle  is  equipped  with  a  pair  of  auto¬ 
matic  sanding  devices: 

( b )  Having  any  group  of  two  or  more  axles 
carrying  a  gross  weight  400  pounds  in  excess 
of  that  allowed  by  subsection  (1)  of  this 
section  for  each  pair  of  automatic  sanding 
devices  with  which  those  axles  are  equipped: 

(c)  Having  any  single  axle  carrying  a  gross 
weight  250  pounds  in  excess  of  that  allowed 
by  subsection  (1)  of  this  section,  provided 
tire  chains  are  carried  by  the  vehicle  and 
are  so  located  as  to  increase  the  gross  weight 
carried  by  that  axle: 

( d )  Having  any  group  of  two  or  more  axles 
carrying  a  gross  weight  250  pounds  in  excess 
of  that  allowed  by  subsection  (1)  of  this 
section,  provided  tire  chains  are  carried  by 
the  vehicle  and  are  so  located  as  to  increase 
the  gross  weight  carried  by  the  group  of 
axles. 

(3)  Notwithstanding  anything  herein  contained, 
the  maximum  gross  load  carried  on  a  group  of 
axles  of  a  logging-truck  may  be  equal  to,  but  shall 
not  exceed,  the  maximum  gross  load  allowable 
under  Schedule  2  for  a  group  of  axles  the  distance 
between  the  extremities  of  which  is  3  feet  greater 
than  that  between  the  extremities  of  the  group  of 
axles  of  the  logging-truck. 

(4)  Any  driver,  chauffeur,  or  owner  of  any 
vehicle  or  combination  of  vehicles,  or  other  person, 
who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
or  any  of  the  provisions  regarding  weight  condi¬ 
tions  in  any  permit  issued  pursuant  to  section  7  or 
any  seasonal  weight  restriction  imposed  shall  be 
liable,  on  summary  conviction,  to  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  $50  for  the  first  conviction,  not  less  than  $100 
for  the  second  conviction,  and  not  less  than  $200 
for  each  further  conviction. 

(5)  In  the  event  of  a  corporation  being  con¬ 
victed  of  any  offence  against  the  last  preceding  sec¬ 
tion,  every  officer  and  every  employee  of  the  cor¬ 
poration  taking  part  in  or  being  in  anywise  con¬ 
cerned  in  the  act  or  omission  constituting  the 
offence  shall  be  deemed  to  have  committed  an 
offence  against  this  section,  and  may  be  prosecuted 
and  punished  therefor. 
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Section  6. — Weighing  and  Inspection 
of  Vehicles 

( 1 )  The  driver  of  a  vehicle  on  a  highway,  when 
so  required  by  a  peace  officer  or  by  any  person 
authorized  in  writing  by  the  Minister,  shall: — 

(a)  Stop  the  vehicle  at  the  time  and  place  speci¬ 
fied  by  such  peace  officer  or  authorized  per¬ 
son  for  the  purpose  of  weighing  the  whole 
or  part  thereof  by  means  of  stationary  or 
portable  scales,  measuring  the  dimensions 
of  the  vehicle  and  load,  measuring  and  in¬ 
specting  the  tires  thereon,  inspecting  the 
load  carried,  or  for  any  other  purpose  under 
these  regulations: 

( b )  Drive  the  vehicle  to  the  nearest  public  or 
Department  of  Highways  stationary  or  port¬ 
able  scales  for  the  purpose  of  weighing  the 
vehicle  and  load: 

(c)  Rearrange  the  load  upon  the  vehicle  or  re¬ 
move  the  whole  or  part  of  the  load  from  the 
vehicle  in  order  to  comply  with  sections  2 
or  5  of  these  regulations  before  continuing 
to  drive  or  operate  the  vehicle. 

(2)  The  driver  of  a  vehicle  on  a  highway,  when 
directed  by  a  traffic  sign  on  the  highway  to  drive 
over  scales,  shall  drive  the  vehicle  to  the  scales  for 
the  purpose  of  having  an  axle  or  a  group  of  axles 
weighed,  having  tires  measured,  having  the  dimen¬ 
sions  of  the  vehicle  and  load  measured,  or  having 
the  load  inspected  for  any  other  purpose  under  this 
section. 

(3)  The  gross  weight  of  any  tandem  axles  and 
the  gross  weight  of  any  group  of  axles  shall  be  the 
sum  of  the  gross  axle  weights  of  all  the  axles  com¬ 
prising  the  tandem  axles  of  the  group  of  axles,  as 
the  case  may  be. 

(4)  The  gross  weight  of  any  vehicle  or  combina¬ 
tion  of  vehicles  shall  be  the  sum  of  the  individual 
gross  axle  weights  of  all  the  axles  of  the  vehicle 
or  combination  of  vehicles. 

Section  7. — Permits 

(1)  The  Minister  may  in  his  discretion,  by  the 
issuance  of  a  written  permit  signed  by  the  Minister 
or  his  representative,  authorize  the  driving  or  oper¬ 
ation  of  any  vehicle  on  a  highway  subject  to  the 
limitations  or  conditions  contained  in  the  permit, 
whether  or  not  the  vehicle  conforms  to  the  forego¬ 
ing  sections  2,  4,  and  5,  and  thereafter  the  vehicle 
may  be  driven  or  operated  upon  a  highway  subject 
to  such  limitations  or  conditions. 

(2)  As  a  prerequisite  to  the  issuance  of  a  permit 
under  this  section,  the  Minister  may  require  the 
applicant  therefor  to  deposit  with  him  a  sum  of 
money  in  an  amount  sufficient,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Minister,  to  pay  the  cost  of  repairing  any  dam¬ 
age  likely  to  be  done  to  the  highway  by  reason  of 
the  driving  or  operation  of  the  vehicle  thereon. 

(3)  The  applicant  for  a  permit  under  this  sec¬ 
tion  shall  pay  a  fee  of  $2  in  respect  of  each  permit 
issued,  except  that  no  fee  shall  be  payable  in 
respect  of  permits  issued  to  authorize  the  occasional 
operation  of  logging-trucks  of  excessive  length 
when  carrying  boom-sticks. 

Section  8. — Movement  of  Vehicles  Where 
Work  in  Progress 

(1)  On  any  highway  where  new  construction, 
reconstruction,  widening,  repair,  marking,  or  other 
work  is  being  carried  out,  standard  traffic  signs 
approved  by  the  Minister  or  his  representative  shall 
be  erected  indicating  that  men  or  equipment  are 
working  upon  the  highway. 

(2)  On  any  highway  where  new  construction, 
reconstruction,  widening,  repair,  marking,  or  other 
work  is  being  carried  out,  standard  traffic  signs 
approved  by  the  Minister  or  his  representative  may 
be  erected,  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Department  of 
Highways,  to  limit  the  rate  of  speed  of  vehicles  or 
to  restrict  the  manner  in  which  a  vehicle  shall 
proceed  upon  such  highway. 

(3)  Where  traffic  signs  as  indicated  in  subsection 

( 1 )  or  (2)  are  erected  or  placed  on  the  highway, 
no  person  shall  drive  or  operate  a  vehicle  at  a 
greater  rate  of  speed  than  (or  in  a  manner  different 
from)  that  indicated  on  the  signs. 


(4)  Where  a  flagman  is  controlling  the  move¬ 
ments  of  traffic  around  the  section  of  highway  being 
worked  upon,  no  person  shall  drive  or  operate  a 
vehicle  other  than  as  directed  by  the  flagman. 

(5)  No  person  shall  leave  temporary  traffic  signs 
in  place  upon  a  highway  after  the  cause  for  such 
traffic  signs  no  longer  exists. 

Section  9. — Warning  Devices,  Disabled 
Vehicles 

( 1 )  No  person  shall  operate  upon  any  public 
highway  any  passenger-vehicle  that  has  a  seating 
capacity  of  nine  passengers  or  more,  inclusive  of 
the  driver,  or  any  vehicle  having  a  capacity  in 
excess  of  one-half  ton  of  freight  or  goods,  unless 
such  vehicle  is  equipped  with  warning  devices  of  a 
type  approved  by  the  Minister,  and  consisting  of  at 
least  two  flares,  reflectors,  fuses,  or  red  lanterns 
for  the  purpose  of  warning  the  travelling  public  of 
an  emergency  breakdown  during  darkness,  and  at 
least  two  red  flags  of  a  minimum  size  of  12  by  12 
inches  for  a  like  warning  during  daylight. 

(2)  Every  operator  of  a  vehicle  of  a  type  re¬ 
ferred  to  in  subsection  (1)  shall,  when  an  emer¬ 
gency  breakdown  takes  place  upon  a  public  high¬ 
way  during  daylight,  place  two  red  flags  upon  the 
highway,  one  at  a  distance  of  approximately  100 
feet  in  front  of  the  vehicle,  and  one  at  a  distance 
of  approximately  100  feet  behind  the  vehicle,  and 
during  darkness  shall  place  two  approved  warning 
devices  appropriate  for  use  during  darkness  as 
provided  in  subsection  (1)  upon  the  highway  at 
the  same  distance  in  front  and  behind  the  vehicle 
as  aforesaid.  For  the  purpose  of  this  section, 
“  darkness  ”  means  the  period  from  one-half  hour 
after  sunset  to  one-half  hour  before  sunrise  and 
any  other  occasion  when  there  is  not  sufficient  light 
to  render  clearly  discernible  a  substantial  object 
on  the  highway  at  a  distance  of  200  feet,  and 
“  daylight  ”  means  the  balance  of  the  twenty-four- 
hour  day. 

Section  10. — Signs  on  Highways 

(1)  No  person  shall  erect  or  maintain,  or  cause 
to  be  erected  or  maintained,  on  or  over  any  high¬ 
way  any  sign,  advertisement,  or  guide-post,  except 
with  the  approval  of  the  Minister  and  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  section. 

(2)  The  Minister  may  cause  any  sign,  advertise¬ 
ment,  or  guide-post  erected  or  found  on  or  over  any 
highway,  whether  erected  with  or  without  his 
approval,  to  be  altered,  repainted,  torn  down,  or 
removed  from  the  highway  without  compensation 
to  any  person  for  loss  or  damage  resulting  from 
the  alteration,  removal,  or  destruction  thereof. 

(3)  Except  as  provided  in  subsection  (2),  no 
person  shall  tear  down,  remove,  displace,  or  deface, 
or  in  any  way  interfere  with  any  traffic  sign  or 
guide-post  erected  on  any  highway  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Highways,  or  by  any  person  with  the 
approval  of  the  Minister. 

(4)  No  person  shall  erect  or  replace  signs  or 
signboards,  or  shall  paste  or  paint  signs  or  notices, 
or  advertising  devices,  within  a  distance  of  1,000 
feet  from  the  boundary-line  of  any  highway  within 
the  unorganized  territory  of  the  Province. 

(5)  No  person,  being  the  owner,  occupier,  or 
lessee  of  any  land,  shall  permit  or  allow  the  erec¬ 
tion  or  maintenance  of  any  sign,  signboard,  or 
advertising  device  on  the  land  owned,  occupied,  or 
leased  by  him  where  such  sign,  signboard,  or  ad¬ 
vertising  device  is  erected  or  maintained  within  a 
distance  of  1,000  feet  from  the  boundary-line  of 
any  highway  within  the  unorganized  territory  of 
the  Province,  except  with  the  approval  of  the  Min¬ 
ister  or  any  person  authorized  by  him  in  writing. 

(6)  No  person  shall  erect,  place,  maintain,  or 
display  upon  or  in  view  of  any  highway  any  un¬ 
authorized  sign,  signal,  marking,  or  device  which 
purports  to  be,  or  is  in  imitation  of,  or  resembles 
any  traffice-control  signal  or  traffic  sign,  or  which 
hides  from  view  or  interferes  with  the  effectiveness 
of  any  authorized  traffic-control  device. 
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Section  11. — Safety  Equipment 

The  Minister  may,  by  public  notice  or  by  the 
placing  of  signs,  prohibit  vehicles  from  being  driven 
or  operated  on  a  highway  which  are  not  equipped 
with  chains  or  winter  tires  or  sanding  devices,  or 
any  combination  of  these  which  the  Minister  may 
consider  adequate  and  necessary  in  view  of  prevail¬ 
ing  road  conditions. 

Section  12. — Ligiiis  on  Certain  Vehicles 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  in  charge  of 
a  vehicle  on  a  highway  other  than  a  motor-vehicle, 
trailer,  semi-trailer,  or  bicycle,  to  equip  the  vehicle 
with  one  lighted  lamp  mounted  in  a  conspicuous 
position  on  the  left  side  of  the  vehicle,  approxi¬ 
mately  over  a  line  joining  the  front  and  rear  wheels 
of  the  vehicle  and  showing  a  white  light  readily 
visible  from  the  front  and  the  rear  of  the  vehicle, 
during  the  period  from  one-half  hour  after  sunset 
to  one-half  hour  before  sunrise. 

Section  13. — Traffic  Signals 

( 1 )  Except  when  otherwise  directed  by  a  peace 
officer,  a  driver  of  a  vehicle  shall  obey  the  instruc¬ 
tions  of  an  applicable  traffic-control  device. 

(2)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  subsection  (1), 
whenever  traffic  is  controlled  by  traffic-control  sig¬ 
nals  or  devices  exhibiting  different-coloured  lights 
successively  or  exhibiting  arrows,  the  following 
colours  only  shall  be  used,  and  such  terms  or  lights 
shall  govern  drivers  of  vehicles  and  pedestrians  as 
follows: — 

(a)  Green  light  alone: — 

(i)  Vehicular  traffic  facing  such  light  may 
proceed  straight  through  or  turn  right  or 
left,  unless  a  sign  at  such  place  prohibits 
either  such  turn  or  designates  the  turning 
movement  controlled  by  the  signal,  but 
vehicular  traffic,  including  vehicles  turning 
right  or  left,  shall  yield  the  right-of-way  to 
other  vehicles  or  pedestrians  lawfully  within 
the  intersection  or  an  adjacent  crosswalk  at 
the  time  such  signal  is  exhibited: 

(ii)  A  pedestrian  facing  such  light  may 
proceed  across  the  roadway  within  any 
marked  or  unmarked  crosswalk,  subject  to 
any  special  pedestrian  traffic -control  signal 
directing  him  otherwise: 

(b)  Yellow  light  alone  when  shown  following 
the  green  light:-— 

(i)  Vehicular  traffic  facing  such  light  is 
thereby  warned  that  the  red  light  will  be 
exhibited  immediately  thereafter,  and  such 
vehicular  traffic  shall  not  enter  or  be  cross¬ 
ing  the  intersection  when  the  red  light  is 
exhibited: 

(ii)  A  pedestrian  facing  such  light  shall 
not  commence  to  cross  the  roadway: 

(iii)  A  pedestrian  proceeding  across  the 
intersection  and  facing  such  light  displayed 
after  he  entered  the  intersection: — 

(a)  Shall  proceed  to  the  sidewalk  as 
quickly  as  possible;  and 

( b )  Has  a  right-of-way  for  that  purpose 
over  all  vehicles  in  the  intersection: 

(c)  Red  light  alone: — 

(i)  Vehicular  traffic  facing  such  light 
shall  stop  before  entering  the  crosswalk  on 
the  near  side  of  the  intersection,  or  if  there 
is  no  crosswalk,  then  before  entering  the 
intersection,  and  shall,  except  as  provided 
in  clause  (ii),  remain  standing  until  the 
green  light  is  exhibited: 

(ii)  The  driver  of  a  vehicle  which  is 
stopped  as  closely  as  practicable  to  the 
crosswalk  on  the  near  side  of  the  inter¬ 
section,  or  if  there  is  no  crosswalk,  then  as 
closely  as  practicable  to  the  intersection,  in 
obedience  to  such  light,  may  make  a  right 
turn,  but  shall  yield  the  right-of-way  to 
pedestrians  and  other  traffic  lawfully  pro¬ 
ceeding  as  directed  by  the  signal  at  the 
intersection : 

(iii)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
clause  (ii),  a  right  turn,  as  provided  for 
therein,  against  a  red  light  may  be  pro¬ 
hibited  by  a  sign  erected  at  the  intersection: 


(iv)  No  pedestrian  facing  such  light  shall 
enter  the  roadway,  subject  to  any  special 
pedestrian  traffic-control  signal  directing 
hint  otherwise: 

(cl)  Red  light  with  green  arrow: — 

(i)  Vehicular  traffic  facing  such  light  and 
arrow  may  cautiously  enter  the  intersection 
to  make  only  the  movement  indicated  by 
such  arrow,  but  shall  yield  the  right-of-way 
to  pedestrians  lawfully  within  a  crosswalk 
and  to  other  traffic  lawfully  using  the  inter¬ 
section. 

(ii)  A  pedestrian  facing  such  light  and 
arrow  shall  not  enter  the  roadway  until  a 
green  light  alone  or  a  “  Walk  ”  pedestrian- 
control  signal  is  shown: 

( e )  Green  arrow: — 

(i)  The  driver  of  a  vehicle  facing  the 
green  arrow  may  make  only  the  movement 
indicated  by  the  green  arrow,  but  shall  yield 
the  right-of-way  to  pedestrians  lawfully 
within  the  crosswalk  and  to  other  traffic 
lawfully  using  the  intersection: 

(ii)  A  pedestrian  facing  the  green  arrow 
shall  not  enter  the  roadway  until  a  green 
light  alone  or  a  “  Walk  ”  pedestrian-control 
signal  is  shown: 

(/)  Flashing  red  light  alone:  When  a  red  lens 
is  illuminated  with  rapid  intermittent  flashes, 
the  driver  of  a  vehicle  facing  such  a  red 
lens  shall  stop  before  entering  the  nearest 
crosswalk  at  an  intersection  or  at  a  stop¬ 
line  when  marked  or,  if  neither  a  crosswalk 
nor  stop-line  is  marked,  before  entering  the 
intersection,  and  shall  not  proceed  until  it 
is  safe  to  do  so: 

( g )  Flashing  yellow  light  alone:  When  a  yellow 
lens  is  illuminated  with  rapid  intermittent 
flashes,  the  driver  of  a  vehicle  facing  such 
lens  may  proceed  through  the  intersection 
or  past  such  signal  only  with  caution: 

(/?)  Whenever  a  special  pedestrian-control  signal 
exhibiting  the  words  “  Walk  ”  or  “  Wait  ” 
or  “  Don’t  Walk  ”  is  in  place,  such  signal 
shall  indicate  as  follows: — 

(i)  “Walk”:  A  pedestrian  facing  such 
signal  may  proceed  across  the  roadway  in 
the  direction  of  the  signal  and  shall  be  given 
the  right-of-way  by  the  drivers  of  all 
vehicles: 

(ii)  “Wait”  or  “Don't  Walk”:  No 
pedestrian  facing  such  signal  shall  start  to 
cross  the  roadway  in  the  direction  of  such 
signal,  but  any  pedestrian  who  has  partially 
completed  his  crossing  on  the  “  Walk  ” 
signal  shall  proceed  to  a  sidewalk  or  safety 
island  while  the  “  Wait  ”  or  “  Don’t  Walk  ” 
signal  is  showing: 

(0  In  the  event  a  traffic-control  signal  is 
erected  and  maintained  at  a  place  other 
than  at  an  intersection,  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  applicable,  except  as  to 
those  provisions  which  by  their  nature  can 
have  no  application.  Any  stop  required 
shall  be  made  at  a  sign  or  marking  on  the 
pavement  indicating  where  the  stop  shall  be 
made,  but  in  the  absence  of  any  sign  or 
marking  the  stop  shall  be  made  at  the 
signal : 

(})  No  person  shall  move,  remove,  deface, 
damage,  alter,  or  obstruct  the  view  of  or 
otherwise  interfere  with  any  authorized 
traffic-control  signal. 

Section  14. — Traffic  Lines 

(1)  If  a  highway  is  marked  with  a  traffic-control 
device  consisting  of  a  distinguishing  solid  double 
line,  vehicular  traffic  proceeding  along  the  highway 
shall  keep  to  the  right  of  the  line. 

(2)  If  a  highway  is  marked  with  a  traffic-control 
device  consisting  of  a  broken  line  and  a  solid  line, 
vehicular  traffic  proceeding  on  the  highway  on  the 
side  of  the  broken  line  shall  keep  to"  the  right  of 
such  device  except  when  making  a  passing  manoeu¬ 
vre,  and  vehicular  traffic  proceeding  on  "the  high¬ 
way  on  the  side  of  the  solid  line  shall  keep  to  the 
right  of  that  line  except  when  completing  a  passing 
manoeuvre. 
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(3)  If  a  highway  is  marked  with  a  traffic-control 
device  consisting  of  a  single  broken  or  single  solid 
line,  vehicular  traffic  on  the  highway  shall  keep  to 
the  right  of  the  single  line  except  when  passing  an 
overtaken  vehicle. 

(4)  A  vehicle  shall  be  driven  as  nearly  as  prac¬ 
ticable  entirely  within  a  single  lane  and  shall  not 
be  moved  from  such  lane  until  the  driver  has  first 
ascertained  that  such  movement  can  be  made  with 
safety. 

(5)  No  person  shall  drive  on  or  over  any  newly- 
painted  line  or  marking  on  any  highway  when  the 
line  is  indicated  by  red  flags  or  signs. 

Section  15. — Turning  and  Backing  Restrictions 

(1)  (a)  If  upon  or  over  any  highway  a  traffic 
sign  or  a  traffic -control  signal  is  erected  or  mark¬ 
ings  are  painted  indicating  the  direction  in  which 
vehicles  shall  proceed,  no  person  shall  drive  a 
vehicle  other  than  in  the  direction  so  indicated. 

( b )  If  upon  or  over  any  highway  a  traffic  sign 
is  erected  indicating  that  a  certain  vehicle  move¬ 
ment  is  prohibited,  no  person  shall  drive  a  vehicle 
in  a  movement  prohibited  by  the  sign. 

(2)  No  driver  of  a  vehicle  shall  make  a  right 
turn  from  a  highway  unless  he  shall  cause  the 
vehicle  to  make  the  turn  from  the  right-hand  lane 
or  as  closely  as  possible  to  the  right-hand  curb  or 
edge  of  the  roadway. 

(3)  No  driver  shall  turn  left  at  an  intersection 
unless  he  shall: — 

(a)  Have  caused  the  vehicle  to  approach  the 
intersection  in  the  portion  of  the  right  side 
of  the  highway  that  is  nearest  the  marked 
centre  line: 

( b )  Keep  to  the  right  of  the  marked  centre  line 
of  the  highway  at  the  place  where  the  high¬ 
way  enters  the  intersection;  and 

(c)  After  entering  the  intersection,  cause  the 
vehicle  to  make  a  left  turn  so  as  to  leave 
the  intersection  to  the  right  of  the  marked 
centre  line  of  the  highway  being  entered. 

(4)  No  driver  shall  turn  left  at  an  intersection 
where  traffic  is  restricted  to  one  direction  on  one 
or  more  of  the  highways  entering  the  intersection, 
unless  he  shall  cause  the  vehicle  to  approach  the 
intersection  in  the  extreme  left  lane  available  to 
traffic  moving  in  the  direction  of  travel  of  the 
vehicle,  and  unless  after  entering  the  intersection 
he  shall  cause  the  vehicle  to  make  the  left  turn  so 
as  to  leave  the  intersection  as  nearly  as  practicable 
in  the  left  lane  available  to  traffic  moving  in  its 
permitted  direction  upon  the  highway  being  entered. 

(5)  No  driver  shall  turn  left  from  a  highway 
other  than  at  an  intersection,  except  from  the  left 
lane  or  as  closely  as  possible  to  the  marked  centre 
line  of  the  highway. 

(6)  No  driver  shall  cause  a  vehicle  to  turn  so 
as  to  proceed  in  the  opposite  direction: — 

( a )  Unless  he  can  do  so  without  interfering  with 
other  traffic: 

( b )  At  an  intersection  where  a  traffic-control 
signal  is  erected. 

(7)  The  driver  of  a  vehicle  shall  not  cause  the 
vehicle  to  move  backwards  into  an  intersection  or 
over  a  crosswalk,  and  shall  not  in  any  event  or  at 
any  place  cause  a  vehicle  to  move  backwards  unless 
such  movement  can  be  made  in  safety. 

Section  16. — Parking  Restrictions 

Except  when  necessary  to  avoid  conflict  with 
other  traffic  or  in  compliance  with  the  law  or  the 
directions  of  a  peace  officer,  traffic-control  signal, 
or  traffic  sign,  no  person  shall  cause  a  vehicle  to 
stop,  stand,  or  park  upon  a  highway  in  any  of  the 
following  places: — 

(a)  On  any  sidewalk  or  boulevard: 

( b )  In  front  of  a  public  or  private  driveway: 

(c)  Within  an  intersection,  or  within  20  feet  of 
an  intersection,  unless  the  intersection  is 
formed  by  two  highways  only,  one  of  which 
is  a  lane: 

(d)  Within  15  feet  of  a  fire-hydrant: 

( e )  On  or  within  20  feet  of  a  marked  or  un¬ 
marked  crosswalk: 

(/)  Within  30  feet  of  a  standard  sign  displaying 
the  word  “  Stop  ”: 


( g )  In  such  a  manner  as  to  obstruct  the  visibility 
of  any  standard  traffic  sign  erected  by  or 
with  the  authority  of  the  Minister: 

(/t)  Within  20  feet  either  side  of  the  entrance 
to  any  hotel,  theatre,  public  meeting-place, 
dance-hall,  fire-hall,  or  playground: 

(/)  Within  50  feet  of  the  nearest  rail  of  a 
railroad  crossing: 

(/')  Alongside  or  opposite  any  street  excavation 
or  obstruction  when  such  stopping,  standing, 
or  parking  would  obstruct  traffic: 

( k )  Upon  a  bridge: 

(/)  Otherwise  than  parallel  to  the  highway, 
except  as  directed  by  standard  traffic  signs 
erected  by  or  with  the  authority  of  the 
Minister: 

(m)  Upon  any  highway  for  the  principal  pur¬ 
pose  of: — 

(i)  Displaying  a  vehicle  for  sale: 

(ii)  Advertising,  greasing,  painting, 
wrecking,  storing,  or  repairing  any  vehicle, 
except  where  repairs  are  necessitated  by  an 
emergency: 

(iii)  Displaying  signs: 

(iv)  Selling  flowers,  fruit,  vegetables,  sea 
foods,  or  other  commodities  or  articles: 

( n )  Upon  a  roadway,  unless  the  vehicle  is  so 
mechanically  disabled  as  to  prevent  its 
movement: 

( o )  On  the  roadway  side  of  another  vehicle 
already  parked  or  standing  at  the  curb  or 
side  of  the  highway. 

Section  17. — Pedestrians’  Rights  and  Duties 

( l )  Where  traffic-control  signals  are  operating 
at  an  intersection,  pedestrians  shall  comply  with 
them  in  the  manner  provided  in  section  13. 

(2)  Where  traffic-control  signals  have  not  been 
erected,  or  where  traffic-control  signals  are  not  in 
operation,  and  a  pedestrian  is  crossing  the  highway 
within  a  crosswalk  and  is  upon  the  half  of  the 
highway  upon  which  a  vehicle  is  travelling,  or  is 
approaching  so  closely  from  the  other  half  of  the 
highway  that  he  is  in  danger,  the  driver  of  the 
vehicle  shall  yield  the  right-of-way  to  the  pedestrian. 

(3)  No  pedestrian  shall  leave  a  curb  or  other 
place  of  safety  and  walk  or  run  into  the  path  of  a 
vehicle  that  is  so  close  that  it  is  impracticable  for 
the  driver  of  a  vehicle  to  yield  the  right-of-way. 

(4)  Where  a  vehicle  is  slowing  down  or  is 
stopped  at  a  crosswalk  to  permit  a  pedestrian  to 
cross  the  highway,  no  driver  of  a  vehicle  approach¬ 
ing  from  the  rear  shall  overtake  and  pass  such 
vehicle. 

(5)  When  a  pedestrian  is  crossing  a  highway  at 
a  point  other  than  within  a  crosswalk,  he  shall 
yield  the  right-of-way  to  the  driver  of  a  vehicle. 

(6)  Notwithstanding  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  a  driver  shall: — 

(a)  Exercise  due  care  to  avoid  colliding  with 
a  pedestrian  who  is  upon  the  highway: 

( b )  Give  warning  by  sounding  the  horn  of  the 
vehicle  when  necessary: 

(c)  Observe  proper  precaution  upon  observing 
a  child  or  an  apparently  confused  or  in¬ 
capacitated  person  who  is  upon  the  highway. 

(7)  Every  pedestrian  proceeding  along  any  high¬ 
way  where  a  sidewalk  is  provided  shall  proceed 
upon  the  sidewalk. 

(8)  Every  pedestrian  walking  along  any  highway 
where  no  sidewalk  in  provided  shall  walk  on  the 
extreme  left  side  of  the  roadway,  shall  walk  in 
single  file,  and,  on  being  approached  by  an  oncom¬ 
ing  vehicle,  shall  step  off  the  paved  or  normally 
travelled  portion  of  the  highway. 

(9)  No  person  shall  be  on  a  highway  for  the 
purpose  of  soliciting  a  ride,  employment,  or  busi¬ 
ness  from  an  occupant  of  any  vehicle. 

Section  18. — Buildings 

( 1 )  No  person,  being  the  owner,  occupier,  or 
lessee  of  any  land,  shall,  without  the  consent  of 
the  Minister,  place,  or  permit  to  be  placed,  any 
building  within  a  distance  of  25  feet  from  the  prop¬ 
erty-line  fronting  on  any  highway. 

(2)  Upon  being  satisfied  by  information  on  oath 
made  before  him  that  any  building  has  been  placed 
or  erected,  or  is  in  the  course  of  being  placed 
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or  erected,  in  contravention  of  this  section,  any 
Justice  of  the  Peace  may  issue  his  warrant  under 
his  hand  for  the  removal  of  such  building,  and  may 
entrust  the  execution  of  such  warrant  to  any  peace 
officer  or  other  person;  and  the  person  causing  or 
permitting  the  offence  aforesaid  shall,  on  summary 
conviction,  be  liable  to  pay,  in  addition  to  any 
other  penalty  imposed  by  the  Act  or  these  regula¬ 
tions,  all  the  costs  and  expenses  incurred  in  and 
about  the  removal  of  the  cause  of  the  offence.  Any 
process  issued  under  this  section  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  been  effectively  served  upon  the  owner  and 
lessee  of  the  land  upon  which  the  offending  build¬ 
ing  has  been  erected  if  the  same  is  posted  upon  the 
said  building. 


Section  19. — Maximum  Penalties 

Every  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  the 
preceding  regulations,  or  who  refuses  or  neglects 
to  observe  or  perform  any  duty  or  obligation 
created  or  imposed  by  the  preceding  regulations, 
shall  be  liable,  on  summary  conviction,  to  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  $500,  unless  otherwise  provided.
